Dr. Williams is a Director at ERS Group.  He specializes in analyses involving antitrust, 
industrial organization, and regulation.

Dr. Williams holds a B.A. degree in economics from the University of 
California, Santa Barbara, and he received his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees in economics from 
the University of Chicago.
